Rawdin and 
McGrath are both Democrats; 
Hess is a Republican. 
Special Meeting 
A special meeting of the school 
board w ill be held at 8 o’clock 
tonight in 
the 
Ben 
Franklin 
School cafeteria, but the ouster! 
can not be taken up because 
only items on the agenda may 
be discussed at a “ special.” 
On the 
agenda 
tonight 
arc 
plans to consider purchase of 
new buses and 
to

of insurance broker of record 
and school board solicitor. 
Hess’ statements about oust­ 
ing Rawdin came after Rawdin 
announced he would reopen dis­ 
cussion at tonight’s special on 
the recent firing of the board’s 
solicitor and broker. 
Replaces Solicitor 
On Monday night, the board 
replaced 
Samuel 
Glantz 
with 
Edwin Popkin as solicitor, and 
Oscar Booz with Robert Quinn 
as broker. The firing and re­ 
hiring came after Rawdin was 
accused of “ constantly trying to 
usurp the powers of the admin­ 
istration” and with trying to dic­ 
tate all board action. 
Hess 
charged 
Booz

Glantz had been

board by Rawdin, and the board 
voted to replace the men Mon­ 
day with the former solicitor and 
broker. 
In moving for Rawdin’s 
re­ 
moval, 
Hess 
said. 
"Rawdin 


treats the rest of us as puppets, 
and regards himself in the light 
of a master pupeteer. 
“I think he realizes 
he 
no 
longer can push the board into 
making the 
decisions 
he de­ 
mands. 
“ It’s about time steps w e r e 
taken to remove this man. whom 
I consider a political dictator,” 
Hess said. 
Replies To Charges 
Dr. Rawdin said Hess’ charges 
about him “ usurping administra­ 
tive powers” concern his own at­ 
tempts “ to improve the quality 
of the educational 
system by 
recommending 
actions 
repeat­ 
edly suggested by Dr, Robert 
P. Martin, superintendent. 
“ The fact that these actions 
are not now a part of the edu­ 
cational program is due to the 
determined efforts of Hess and 
McGrath to provide an educa­ 
tional system unworthy of our 
youngsters. 
“The President of the U.S.A. 
is trying to lift the horizons of 
education,” Rawdin said. “ and 
Hess and McGrath are trying 
to destroy that which we now 
I have.”

powerful m ercury lights in Mor­ 
risville to 557, according to the 
Philadelphia Electric Co., sup­ 
pliers of the lights and power for 
were installed to replace t h e 
the borough.

Schmid, 
sales

neer for the company, said for 
its size. Morrisville will be the 
best-lighted borough 
in 
Lower 
Bucks County. 
Council president, Michael De­ 
mech said the lighting program 
is part of council’s improvement 
program and was 
begun 
last I 
year when 250 m ercury lights 
were installed to replace t h e ! 
older incandescent lamps. 
300 New Lights 
He noted that the 
300 
nev 
lights will also bring lights to 
some sections of the 
borough 
that did not have street lamps 
before. Demech said a national 
survey indicates that 
when 
a 
good lighting system is installed 
in an area, crim e and accident 
rates drop noticeably. 
Schmid said the new 
lights 


will produce four times as much 
light as the incandescent lights.
